SALT LAKE CITY — President 
Donald Trump said he would 
dramatically reduce the size of a 
vast expanse of protected federal 
land in Utah on Monday, a roll- 
back of about 2 million acres, the 
largest in the nation’s history. 

The administration said it 
would shrink Bears Ears National 
Monument, a sprawling region 
of red rock canyons, by about 
85 percent, and cut another area, 
Grand Staircase-Escalante, to 
about half its current size. The 
move, a reversal of protections 
put in place by Democratic pre- 
decessors, comes as the adminis- 
tration pushes for fewer restric- 
tions and more development on 
public lands. 

The decision to reduce Bears 
Ears is expected to trigger a legal 
battle that could alter the course 
of U.S. land conservation, possi- 
bly opening millions of protected 
public acres to oil and gas extrac- 
tion, mining, logging and other 
commercial activities. 

“Some people think that the 
natural resources should be con- 
trolled by a small handful of very 
distant bureaucrats located in 
Washington,” Trump said, speak- 
ing at Utah’s domed state Cap-

TALLAHASSEE — Gov. Rick 
Scott’s appointee to the power- 
ful board that regulates Flor- 
ida utilities resigned Monday 
after a state senator said he 
made “vulgar and inappropri- 
ate gestures” to her last year. 

Former Rep. Ritch Work- 
man of Melbourne will not 
serve on the Public Service 
Commission as a result. 

Scott appointed Work- 
man on Sept. 15. He would 
have taken office Jan. 2 at an 
annual salary of $131,036.

Lizbeth Benacquisto, a 
Fort Myers Republican, issued 
a statement in which she said 
he repeatedly made “vulgar 
and inappropriate” gestures 
toward her at a public event, 
even after she asked him to 
stop. 

In her statement, Benac- 
quisto said: “At a public char- 
ity event in 2016, former Rep. 
Ritch Workman approached 
me from behind, pushed his 
body up against me and made 
vulgar and inappropriate ges- 
tures. I immediately asked 
him to stop. He continued to 
make vulgar and inappropri- 
ate comments and gestures 
until other attendees inter- 
vened. I found his conduct to 
be abhorrent. As such, I will 
not agenda his appointment 
to the Public Service Commis- 
sion for a hearing in the Sen- 
ate Committee on Rules.” 

Benacquisto chairs the Sen- 
ate Rules Committee, which 
was required to confirm Work- 
man’s appointment in order 
for him to serve a full four-year 
term on the five-member PSC.

JACKSONVILLE — Former 
U.S. Rep. Corrine Brown, once a 
powerful Florida Democrat, was 
sentenced Monday to five years 
in prison for fraud and other 
crimes related to a purported 
charity for poor students that she 
used as a personal slush fund. 

Brown, 71, listened stoically 
in a Jacksonville courtroom as 
U.S. District Judge Timothy Cor- 
rigan read her sentence. She 
was ordered to turn herself in 
to prison authorities in January. 
Her attorney said she plans to 
appeal the sentence. 

Brown, who in 1992 became 
one of the first three African- 
Americans elected to Congress 
from Florida since Reconstruc- 
tion, was convicted by a fed- 
eral jury in May on 18 of the 
22 charges against her, which 
included fraud, and lying on her 


tax returns and congressional 
financial disclosures. 

Corrigan alluded to Brown’s 
long history of public service 
before handing down the sen- 
tence, which could have been as 
long as nine years. The judge also 
cited her history of overcoming 
obstacles as a black woman in 
the South as she built a trailblaz- 
ing career. 

However, Corrigan said Brown 
succumbed to “entitlement and 
greed” in siphoning money from 
the One Door for Education 
Foundation for personal use. 
Prosecutors said the pattern of 
fraud by Brown and her top aide 
included using hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars from the founda- 
tion for lavish parties, trips and 
shopping excursions. 

“Tt is a sad day for everyone. It 
is a sad day for this community,” 
Corrigan said. “I was impressed 


with all the outpouring of sup- 
port for you, and it’s a tribute to 
you and the work you’ve done 

.. and that makes it more tragic 
and sad.”

TAMPA — The Museum of 
Science and Industry turned 
a profit this year after operat- 
ing in the red for much of its 
recent history. 

The north Tampa museum, 
known as MOSI, made 
$90,384 in the fiscal year that 
ended Sept. 30, according to 
financial statements provided 
to the Tampa Bay Times. The 
museum lost $1.4 million in 
2016 and ran a $438,000 def- 
icit in 2015. 

The last time the museum 
finished in the black was 2012, 
when an exhibit on mummies 
spiked temporary interest in 
the struggling science center. 

The museum is projecting a 
small surplus for 2018 as well, 
said president and CEO Julian

first time in five years 


The Tampa museum, which came close to 
closing, has anew plan and a possible move. 


Mackenzie, who for the first time 
acknowledged publicly that at its 
low point MOSI “came very close 
to shutting its doors for good.” 

Next year, the museum will 
also unveil a new business model 
focused on taking science learn- 
ing and experiences to elemen- 
tary school classrooms with the 
goal of sustaining the museum 
while it plots a move to down- 
town Tampa. 

“That’s how I see the future of 
this institution,’ Mackenzie said 
of this new plan. 

Mackenzie came into the 
museum as chief financial officer 
in October 2016 and took over in 
March after the resignation of 
Molly Demeulenaere. Since then, 
he has implemented a turn- 
around plan that included slash- 
ing expenses from $8.5 million in
